Why do we have public schools in the first place? There 
seems to be a great lack of understanding on this score. In the 
past few weeks, I have encountered this lack of understanding in 


a number of places. 
Everybody makes the remark 
that people who do 
not 
have 
children in school are not in­ 
terested 
in 
the 
achools. 
The 
people who do not approve of 
increased school taxes say, “We 
don’t have any children in school, 
why should wre want to increase 
our taxes.” The people who do 
approve of increased school tax­ 
es say, *‘It will have to be the 
parents who vote for it, you can’t 
expect people who don’t 
have 
children in school to vote for 
i t ” 
• • • 
THIS OVERLOOKS the funda­ 
mental reasoning behind the pub­ 
lic school. Very early in the his- 
, tory of this country it became 
apparent that certain rights and ; 
duties were involved in the ques­ 
tion of education: 
• * • it was the right of each J 
child to be given an opportuni­ 
ty to gain an education; 
• * • it was the duty of par­ 
ents to send their children to 
school; 
• • • it was the responsibility 
of the community to provide 
and maintain 
the 
necessary 
schools. 
Why were not all* of the re­ 
quirements placed upon the par­ 
ents of children? It was recog­ 
nized that a child is a member 
of the community, that he be­ 
comes a responsible member of 
the community. The 
chief end | 
that is served is the advantage 
of the community. 
We educate our 
children 
»o! 
that they will become workmen, 
persons who share in the life of 
the community. If the values of J 
family life are served by univer- J 
sal education, this is a valuable 
by-product. But universal educa-1 
tion is the rule in order that the 
life of the community may be 
improved. 
• • • 
ALL OF the children in oui 
community schools will not be­ 
come adult members of our com­ 
munity. We do not wish them to 
be handicapped in whatever com­ 
munity they chance 
to 
spend 
their adult lives; therefore, we 
endeavor to give them the best 
possible education. 
W’e 
should 
not wish them to regret the place 
in which they spent their forma­ 
tive years. 
In a time of great social mobil­ 
ity, such as the present, this is 
an extremely important 
factor 
One person in every five, exclu­ 
sive of members of the armed 
forces, has changed his commu­ 
nity of residence in each of th* 
past five years. There have been 
terrific 
social 
changes 
which 
have had 
grave effects 
upon 
children. Many parents have told 
us of children who hated to go 
to school in Chicago — who en­ 
joy going to school in our com­ 
munity. 
. .... 
It is not just the building or 
the teachers. Here it is possible 
to form social groups in a way 
not 
possible 
in crowded 
city 
schools. Despite the pressure of 
new situations which are always 
a source of fear and wonder to 
children, they have quickly made 
adjustments and gained pleasure 
from the change. 
• 
• • 
A BARGAIN operation can run 
for a certain amount of time. It 
is not possible for a business to 
operate by greatly 
underselling 
its competitors forever. It is not 
possible for a community school 
to operate on the lowest tax levy 
in Cook county for very long. In 
order to meet the 
competition 
for teachers and 
materials, 
it 
must get into a bracket which 
enables that school to have funds 
with which to operate on a com­ 
parable basis. 
These are some of the reasons 
why a large number of persons 
in our community are getting to 
ready to raise their own taxes, in 
order to support and to improve 
their school.

SINCE THEN our community 
has approved the proposition of 
the School Board that the levy 
be increased. They have granted 
approval in the largest vote ever 
cast here in a school election. 
This helps to prove that when

munities can be trusted to rise 
to the occasion as responsible citi­ 
zens.

Park Ridge Seeks 
Injunction Againsr 
Scavenger Company 


A suit asking for temporary 
and 
peimanent injunctions to 
restrain 
a scavenger company 
from dumping garbage on land 
within one mile of the city of 
Park Ridge, was filed Thursday 
in Superior court. 
The suit was filed bv Martin 
T. Handelman. assistant state’s 
attorney, on behalf of Dr. john 
B. Hall, director of the Cook 
county health department, and 
the city of Park Ridge. Named 
as defendant was the Garden 
City Cinder Company, 2939 N. 
Pulaski rd., Chicago. 
For the past six or s e v e n 
m o n t h s , the suit alleges, the 
scavenger c o m p a n y has been 
dumping garbage on a IO to 12 
acre plot of land between the 
Des Plaines River and River rd., 
three blocks south of Higgins rd., 
Maine 
t o w n s h i p . The suit 
charges that the company nas 
left the garbage exposed and an 
acute health menace has been 
created from the large number 
of rats and mosquitoes that have 
been attracted. 
Residents of the area also have 
complained to Dr. Hall about the 
foul odors coming from the dump 
and seepage from the wet gar­ 
bage has p o l l u t e d the Des 
Plaines River and Willow Cheek, 
the suit charges. A number of 
requests from Dr. Hall to the 
company to stop the dumping 
and clean up the dump have 
been ignored, according to the 
suit. 
The suit also points out that 
state statutes forbid the dumping 
of garbage within one mile of 
the limits of cities and villages 
in the state and the dump is 
within one mile of the limits of 
the city of Park Ridge. In addi­ 
tion, tile value of land belong­ 
ing to residents living near the 
dump have decreased because of 
dump, the suit states. 
Handelman said the case was 
due to come up before Judge 
George M. Fisher at IO a m. Fri­ 
day. September 25, in Superior 
court. Handelman said he would 
ask the court to order the com­ 
pany to dispose of the present 
garbage by a sanitary land fill 
method.

It seems most folks consider 
it a crime to have a pile of 
brush on their farm so they 
try to burn up every twig that 
isn’t growing and producing a 
cash crop.

Shuman points out that the 
cotton producers of the south, 
who are the principal propon­ 
ents of high price supports, re­ 
cently requested that the cot­ 
tonseed price floor be reduced 
to 75 per cent of parity. 
“ T h e manipulation of prices 
by government will r e s u l t in 
greater competition from cotton­ 
seed oi| for soybean growers,” 
Shuman writes.

ANOTHER M A J O R problem 
for soybean growers, according 
to Shuman, is that “soybeans are 
somewhat difficult and hazard­ 
ous to store for long periods. The 
grain trade and processors have 
taken advantage of the tendency 
of farmers to dump their beans 
on the market. 
“The harvest time price penal­ 
ty has been excessive during re­ 
cent years,” the IAA president 
charges, “and should be correct­ 
ed by orderly marketing and 
storage.” 


URBANA, IIL—At preaent bulk price levels, liquefied petroleum fie 
tractors have the lowest annual cost of operation, according to a farm 
tractor study by George Pickard, professor of power and machinery. 
University of Illinois. His study covered tractor operation in Hlmoia, 
Iowa, Oklahoma and Minnesota. 
Original cost and depreciation, 
fuel cost, consumption, mainte­ 
nance, storage and other factors 
were taken into consideration in 
figuring the total annual coat of 
operation. Pickard’s research cov­ 
ered LP-Gas, diesel and gasoline 
tractors and three sets oi prevail­ 
ing fuel prices in various parts of 
the country.

Aerating tank at Palatine disposal plant. 
This tank contains the liquid sewage after removal of thick sludge. Long per­ 
forated sweeps revolve, spreading a constant spray over sewage as it is filtered through crushed limestone. The tank is about 75 
feet in diameter. 
From this tank the “purified"* sewage flows into Salt Creek on its way to the Mississippi river. 
Sludge from the drying vats at the Palatine sewage treatment plant is crushed and pulverized in the mar bine in the 
foreground; it is then bagged and may be used as fertilizer.

Recall History of Palatine Cemeteries 


Palatine 
township 
probably 
has more cemeteries than any 
other northwest township. Eight 
burial grounds, either in use or 
. abandoned, are the final rest­ 
ing places of former 
Palatine 
residents. 
The first of which there is 
anything left was on the Theis 
farm of fifty years ago, near the 
intersection of Old Plum Grove 
road and Salt creek. 
All that 
remains are a few gravestones 
markers, over run with weeds 
and tangled vines and bearing 
the names of families of whom 
the present inhabitants 
know- 
nothing.

* - 
THE CEMETERY occupies an 
area of no man’s land. 
Some 
time in the past it was charted 
on the maps as a burying ground 
and thus exempt from taxation. 
Twenty-five years ago a group 
of Palatine Boy Scouts cut away 
the weeks and performed what 
they considered a civic job in 
cemetery restoration, but a few 
years later a neighboring farmer 
hauled away many of the stones 
to construct a ford across Salt 
creek. 
Since then a few loads of tin 
cans, junk and trash have been 
dumped along with the brush, 
weeds and vines that conceal 
the fallen stones. 
One stone 
still 
stands 
upright, 
clearly 
showing 
the 
woman 
buried 
thereunder to have been born 
in 1799.

A - SECOND 
early 
burying 
ground is the Sayles cemetery, 
located just off Rand rd., near 
Kitty Homers. 
It contains the 
forebears 
of the 
Gainor 
and 
Horns families and other set­ 
tlers from New England. 
The Cady and Salem ceme­ 
teries on Ela rd. are still in 
“usable condition.” 
The Cady 
cemetery, southwest of the Dun­ 
dee rd. viaduct, was named af­ 
ter the Cady family, the first of 
whom settled in that area in 
1837. 
Burials are still occasion­ 
ally held there. 
th e Salem cemetery is also 
near the viaduct. 
Before the 
start of the villages of Palatine 
and Barrington a Salem church 
was on the site. 
Part of the 
congregation later moved to the 
newly formed Barrington com­ 
munity.

THE PALATINE members of 
the 
congregation 
erected 
a 
church at the comer of Plum 
Grove and Kirchhoff rd. and 
laid out a cemeteiy. The church 
building was later moved 
to 
Palatine and still stands at the 
comer of Plum Grove and Lin­ 
coln st. 
Some of the persons 
interred in the original ceme­ 
tery were moved, but the re- 


T h e f ir s t w h ite p e r s o n to 
die in 
Palatine, 
Fredericka 
Parkhurst, passed away July 9. 1841, at the age of 42 years. Her 
tombstone, located in an abandoned cemetery, is shown above with 
twins Toni and Leonard Rose looking on. 
The grass covered cemetery is located along the east bank of 
Salt creek, about a quarter mile north of the Old Plum Grove road 
bridge. There is a refuse dump within IOO feet of the cemetery, 
with the tin cans hidden by seven foot high weeds. 
The Rose twins, son and daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Leonard 
Rose, live in the nearest house, one of several modem structures 
appearing in that part of Plum Grove area in the past three years. 
They have lived there two years, and report considerable interest 
among “the natives’* in showing the cemetery to visitors.

Using a Hand Saw 
TJER E are some good tips about 
using a hand saw. They were 
prepared by the National Safety 
Council. 
1. Keep the saw

It does serve to dramatize the 
fact that the postwar re-equip­ 
ment boom, as it might be call­ 
ed, has crested. Since the war, 
businesses have been buying new 
plant and equipment at record 
rates, as a vital necessity for 
staying 
in 
business. 
Newly 
formed households have been 
buying living quarters, and dur­ 
ables to equip those quarters. 
The urgency has gone out of 
both these big spending fields. 
Factories will be built, and so 
will homes, but buying in each 
category will be more selective, 
and the upward, pressure on 
prices will give way to a down­ 
ward pressure as every buyer is 
harder to please. 
This is not to say that the 
postwar boom is over. 
It is 
simply to point out that, if it is 
to continue, new stimuli must 
appear.
